Pump organ donated to_ 
Historical Museum for display

A pump organ used for enter- 
tatnment around the turn of the 
19th century will be among the 
collection of artifacts visitors 
will see when the Crawford 
County Historical Museum 
opens for the season. 

South Branch Township resi- 


dent Darlene Van Dale donated a 


Doherty pump organ to the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum. 

Van Dale, a retired Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality employee, came across 
the pump organ when she was 
attending a conference at the 
Ralph A. MacMullan 
Conference Center 10 to 12 
years ago. During a lunch break, 
Van Dale paid a visit to St. 
Vincent De Paul Resale Store in 
Roscommon and immediately 
fell in love with the organ. 

“It was just one of those 
things,’ Van Dale said. “I like 
antiques, it was so pretty and I 


just had to have it.” 


Other than finding out that a 
family from the Higgins Lake- 
Roscommon area donated the 
organ to the thrift store after their 
parents passed away, Van Dale 
learned little about the history of 
the organ. 

Van Dale believes the organ 
was built between 1890 and 
1910. W. Doherty Piano and 
Organ Co. LTD was founded in 
1875 in Clinton, Ont. by William 
Doherty. The firm produced 
about 400 organs a month and 
increased its piano production to

1,500 annually during its first 10 
years in operation. Upon 
Doherty’s retirement in 1917, the 
firm reorganized under the con- 
trol of a group of businessmen. A 
pair of former Doherty employ- 
ees purchased the company in 
1920. Production of Doherty 
pianos ceased in the early 1930s. 

Over the years, the organ 
served as a conversation piece in 
the home owned by Van Dale 
and husband Ed Smiddy. It was a 


perfect fit because their original 
home was built in 1902 by Hugo 
Schreiber as one of the first 


homesteads in Crawford County. , 


Van Dale could work the pump 
organ to produce sounds when 
relatives visited. . 

Last fall, Van Dale purchased a 
huge cupboard to create more 
storage space in the dining room 
and decided she had to part with 
the pump organ. She typically

up details

AuSable Artisan Village (AAV) volun- 
teers are shoring up details for a business 
plan before they decide on a location for a 
downtown art gallery and proceed with 
fund-raising efforts. 

Terry Dickinson, president of the AAV 
Board, and Mary Ann Ferrigan, a board 
member and Kirtland Community College 
Board Trustec, recently presented art 
gallery plans to the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners. 

Dickinson said the AAV board is working 
with the City of Grayling and the Northeast 
Michigan Council of Governments, which 
assists entilics with procuring grants, to 
equip an art gallery with high-end equip- 
ment. The equipment would include a kiln 
used for glass blowing, a kiln used for pot- 
tery and ceramics, torches, hammers and 
other equipment necessary for jewelry 
making. 

The equipment would then be used by 
artists in the region who would work and 
volunteer at the gallery, lease space for a 
studio and space to display their work. 

“Equipment costs are kind of cost pro- 
hibitive for artists, particularly for those 
who are just testing the market seeing if 
they can create something that is interesting 
enough that people want to buy it,” 
Dickinson said.

Police issue 
tax scam 
warning

It has become a ritual that during and 
after each tax season, online identity theft, 
phishing schemes -- phone calls seeking 
personal information — and other fraud 
scams involving impersonation of the IRS 
become more prevalent, City of Grayling 
Police Department Chief Doug Baum said 
in a warning to local residents. 

Opening a suspicious email can trigger 
computer viruses, spyware and malware — 
malicious software designed to secretly 
access a compuler system without the 
owner’s informed consent. 

“We'd like to remind you to be aware of 
these scams and to use exira caution with 
your personal information and with your 
email accounts,’ Baum said. 

These scams may use the appropriate 
name, logo or other information lo mimic 
the IRS or U.S. Department of the Treasury 
to mislead taxpayers into believing that the 
scam is legitimate, ultimately tricking you 
into providing your personal information, 
Baum said, 

Scams involving the impersonation of the 
IRS usually take the form of emails, tweets 
or other online messages. Scammers may 
also use phones and faxes to reach intended 
victims. 

Generally, the IRS does not send unso- 
licited emails to taxpayers, Baum said. 
Further, the IRS does not discuss tax 
account information with taxpayers via 
email or use email to solicit sensitive finan- 
cial and personal information from taxpay- 
ers. Also, the IRS does not request financial 
account security information, such as PIN 
numbers or passwords, from taxpayers.

Baum urged residents to help shut down 
scammers by reporting suspicious emails to 
the IRS. Send the suspect email to: phish- 
ing @irs. gov.

A man accused of causing the death 
of a Grayling woman after his motor- 
cycle crashed into a van was sentenced 
tO serve time in prison earlier this 
month. 

46th Trial Court Judge Dennis F, 
Murphy sentenced Joseph Steven 
Roby to serve one year and nine 
months to three years in prison on 
March 3. 


Roby, 23, plead no contest to a 
charge of negligent homicide on Feb. 
3. Charges of operating under the 
influence causing death and operating 
under the influence with a revoked or 
suspended license causing death were 
dropped in a plea deal agreement. 

The  motorcycle/van — accident 
occurred at the intersection of Stephan 
Bridge Road and Shaw Park Road on 
March 23, 2010. 

The van was struck by Roby’s 


motorcycle, throwing him and passen- 
ger Annie Spencer, 27, of Grayling, 
from the bike. 

. Spencer was pronounced dead later 
at Mercy Hospital Grayling. 

Roby is scheduled to be back in 
Crawford County Circuit Court soon 
to face two counts of delivery of 
methamphetamines. He was arrested 
for those charges on Jan. 3, 2011. 

He faces up to 25 years in prison and 
a $25,000 fine, if convicted.

MICHIGAN HAS a pretty good 
set of laws guaranteeing to the 
people the right to know about 
their governments. 

Michigan flaws adopted in 1976 
require that the public have access 
to meetings and records so the 
people can know how their gov- 
ernmenis are operating. 

Together these open meetings 
and public records laws are known 
as Sunshine Laws. 


During the annual observance of 


Sunshine Weck, many newspapers 
run stories, editorials and columns 
about these Jaws and their tmpor- 
tance to the people and to the 
cause of good government.

Sunshine Laws, newspapers help democracy function 


Sunshine Laws is simple yet pro- 
found: 

In the American system of self- 
determination, governments are 
clected by the people, and the peo- 
ple have the right to know what 
their governments are doing. 

By extension, this theory also 
covers government appointed 
boards, commissions and depart- 
ments. 

In short, everything that govern- 
ment does at any level is the prop- 
er business of the people.

THE CONSTITUTION of the 
United States in its Bill of Rights 
guarantees freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press. Here are the 
familiar words the — First 
Amendment — to the US 
Constitution: 

“Congress shall make no law 


respecting an establishment of 


religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereot, or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press, 
or the right of the people peace- 
ably to assemble, and to petition 


the Government for a redress of 


grievances,”

protects speech and the press, too. 
Here’s the Michigan wording: 

“Every person may freely speak, 
wrile, express and publish his 
views on all subjects, being 
responsible for the abuse of such 
right; and no law shall be enacted 
to restrain or abridge the liberty of 
speeclr or of the press.” 

Michigan’s Sunshine Laws go 
beyond these constitutional rights 
specifically to guarantee access to 
governmental actions to the people 
and to the press. 

In general, the public may attend 
al] meetings of governmental bod- 
ies, and the public may inspect all 
written documents or records con- 
nected with any of their govern- 
ments or their activities.

SOME EXEMPTIONS to the 
Michigan laws have developed 
over time, usually when reluctant 
governments and insistent newspa- 
pers take the matter to court. 
Generally, but not always, 
Michigan courts have sided with 
openness. 

State universities, for example, 
have claimed that because they are 


Michigan constitution, some of 
their actions should not be covered 
by the open mectings and open 
records laws adopted by the legis- 
lature. 

In some cases, the legislature 
considers itself exempt from the 
same Sunshine Laws covering 
other governmental bodies. 

But all in all, most public meet- 
ings and most public records are 
open to anyone who cares to know. 

Newspapers and some other 
media are the most active users of 
Michigan sunshine laws, 
Generally it has been newspapers 
who have fought the court battles 
to define and ensure openness in 
government, and they are the ones 
who most frequently call upon 
governments to open their meet- 
ings or their records for public 
scrutiny. 

* * * 

IT’S WELL TO keep in mind an 
important and very fundamental 
point: Newspapers do not act for 
themselves, but rather as an agent 
of the people. 

When the federal and state con- 
stitutions guarantee freedom of the 


the people have access to informa- 
tion so that the people can better 
determine how to run their own 
affairs through governments. 

Newspapers are the agent of the 
people. 

Although the press can make the 
information available, the people 
must use their freedoms to absorb 
the information and to apply it to 
their actions. Without adequate 
information, people often make 
bad decisions, or make no deci- 
sions at all. 

Using the constitutional guaran- 
tees of press freedom, and the state 
laws guaranteeing access to public 
actions and public records, is the 
surest way to protect the freedoms 
that we all enjoy. 

In fact, it probably is the only 
route to enlightened self-determi- 
nation. These freedoms and rights 
belong to the people, and the peo- 
ple should treasure them. 

Every weck should be Sunshine 
Week.

Plan to spend the day at 
Hartwick Pines State Park 
to enjoy learning about 
North America’s oldest 
agricultural product, maple 
sugar on March 26,

sugarbush to help tap a 
maple tree; observe the 
boil-down process which 
converts maple sap to 
maple syrup; learn about 
the history of maple sugar 
making in North America;

Romans 13:1 taught us 
God's person is behind all 
authority: ““ILet every soul 
be subject unto the higher 
yowers. For there is'no power 
ut of God: the powers that 
be are ordained of God.” 
Romans [3:2 teaches us 
God’s precepts are behind all 
authority: “2Whosoever 
therefore resisteth the power, 
resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist 
shall receive to themselves 
damnation." 

Resisting the power of 
government always involves 
some law, regulation, words, 
or knowledge communicated 
to the citizen, Romans 2:15 
taught us God's laws are 
written upon the hearts of 
people so that they know 
intuiuvely some things are 
morally right and wrong. 
God has always revealed His 
will in words even to Adam 
and Eve in the garden of 
Eden, God wrote the 10 com- 
mandments in stone with His 
finger as the first perfect civil 
laws to govern the nation of 
Israel.

Government laws in 
places like China which 
force the abortion of girl 
babies are contrary to God's 
revealed laws.

Resisting the precepts of 
government will bring pun- 
ishment. “....and they that 
resist shall receive to them- 
selves damnation.” The 
Greek word — translated 
“damnation” here is “krima” 
which speaks of the judicial 
judgment of condemnation. 
“Damnation” is an excellent 
choice of words here because 
disobedience to God’s laws 
brings not onty earthly con- 
demnation from government, 
but if not ree of, also 
brings eternal damnation in 
the world to come. 

Atheists, Agnostics, and 
Secular Humanists may 
beheve government laws are 
evolved from social mores 
within a given society. Most 
unjust and immoral laws on 
the books are Humanistic. 
James Madison, known as 
the father of our constitution, 
reminded us the U.S. 
Constitution was written as 
the supreme law of the land 
to deline and limit the pow- 
ers of Government so. that 
Americans could be free to 
live their lives in obedience 
to God’s 10 commandments, 
Of the thousands of laws on 
the books today, it would be 
interesting (oO see how many 
would be left if they were all 
squared by the — U.S, 
Constitution and the 10 com- 
mandments? — [t could result 
in a silent revolution or a 
rebirth of American 
Freedom.

Next, the AAV wants fo 
work with groups such as 
the . Crawford County 
Historical Society, Hanson 
Hills and other organiza- 
tions to host events and 
activities in Grayling. Bus 
tours would be promoted at 
tourism conventions. 
Another idea would be to 
revitalize the snow trains, 
which came to Grayling in 
the late 1920s and early 
1930s. People could ride a 
train to the community for 
weekend activities or bring 
their snowmobiles up on a 
flatbed rail car to cruise the 
trails. A day of activities 
would culminate with a 
small venue concert at the 
AAV arty gallery or Rialto 
Theatre, Dickinson. 
Providing art galleries 
with different focal points 
would also be part of the 


plans to bring in cultural. 


tourism. 

“We would have to put 
together enough activities 
and events so the whole 
package becomes sellable,” 
Dickinson said. “They'll be 


coming to Grayling for a 
day of cultural experience.” 

Finally, the AAV would 
work on business recruit- 
ment to help fill downtown 
storefronts and other empty 
buildings in the communi- 
ty. : 

“One of our longer-term 
goals is to get 100 percent 
business occupancy in the 
downtown,” Dickinson 
said. 

The AAV is asking the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners to pay 
$20,000 to $25,000 a year 
for the next three years to 
hire an art gallery director. 
The director would main- 
tain a website, which would 
promote Grayling and the 
AAV artists, organize vol- 
unteers and run day-to-day 
activities at the gallery. 

Dickinson said the AAV 


has $10,000 — pledged 
toward the gallery and 
hopes to raise another 


$10,000 to 
another event,

Rough up your diet 


(NewsUSA) - Fiber - 
you know it's good for 
you.

Most of 
us get less than half the 
recommended amount of 
fiber each day. 

Dietary fiber is found 
in the plants you eat, 
including fruits, vegeta- 
bles and whole grains. 
It's sometimes called 
"bulk" or “roughage.” 
You've probably heard 
that it can help with 
digestion. So it may seem 
odd that fiber is a sub- 
stance your body can't 
digest. 

"You might think that if 
it's not digestible, then 
it's of no value. But 
there's no question that 
higher intake of fiber 
from all food sources is 
beneficial," says Dr. 
Joanne Slavin, a nutrition 
scientist at the University 
of Minnesota.

that high-fiber diets 
might also help with 
weight loss and reduce 
the risk for cardiovascu- 


lar disease, diabetes and 
cancer. 
Experts recommend 


that men get about 38 
grams of fiber a day and 
that women get about 25 
grams. Unfortunately, in 
the United States, we 
take in an average of only 
14 grams each day. 

Different types of fiber 
might affect your health 
in different ways. Soluble 
fiber can help lower 
blood sugar and choles- 
terol. It's found in oat 
bran, beans, peas and 
most fruits. Insoluble 
fiber can treat or prevent 
constipation and diver- 
ticular disease, which 
affects the colon. It's 
found in wheat bran and 
some vegetables. 

"In general, people 
should not be too con- 
cerned by the specific 
type of fiber," says Dr. 
Somdat Mahabir, a nutri- 
tion and disease expert

with the National 
Institutes of Health. "The 
focus should be more on 
eating diets that are rich 
in whole grains, vegeta- 
bles and fruits to get the 
daily fiber requirement.” 

Experts recommend 
you get most of your 
fiber from these natural 
sources, since they're also 
packed with vitamins 
and other nutrients. 
Many packaged foods 
tout added fibers, such as 
inulin, polydextrose or 
maltodextrin. But their 
health benefits are still 
unclear. Research sug- 
gests they may not have 
the same effects as the 
intact fibers found in 
whole foods. 

Eat a variety of fruits, 
vegetables, whole grains 
and nuts to add a mix of 
different fibers and a 
wide range of nutrients 
to your diet. Increase 
your intake gradually, so 
your body can get used 
to it. Adding fiber slowly 
will help you avoid gas, 
bloating and cramps.
